A FAMOUS COSTUME DISPLAY.

Besides Unitorma of National Herees,
There Are Ninstean Gowns of the
Wives of Our Presidents, Beginning
With One of Martha Washingten,

A recent report on the United States
Katlotal museum gives an account of
tbe origin nnd development of the divi-
slon of history which will appeal to
avery American The st bullding ex-
pressly esected for ihe National mw-
seumn was opened to the public un-
ul uuubu,.?hl And from that date

mu?‘. of the new bufld-
lgg, o June, 1811, it contained the
grenter patt of the exbibita Bince e
opening of {he new bbliding, bowever,
the paturl bistery collections Nave
‘heenn  removed. theve, leaving mofe
space o the okder buliding for Lhe ex-
tension of the divisions of Amerkan
history and arts and industries.

The djvisipn was originally organized
to Wlysteate (e history of the Unjted
Btates flom colonial times by exhibic-’
ing sucti relicd and memorinie of note
worthy personages and évents and the
dumestic life of the country as could
e Lrought togetier into groups,of ob-
Jects represcnting the different periods,
One steiking feature o this conpection
In the wdgue Amerlean porfod  cos-
tume collection of nlueteen dresses be-
longlug to the succensive hostesses of
the White MMouse from the time of
Martha Washington to that of & recent
adwinistration, These costumes are so
exhillsited on lny Bgures ns to bring oyt
the full efects of the gowns, although
no efort has been made to reproduce
the fices of the hwlividuals, Several
other dresses nud a grent number of
uecensuries of apparel, Including showis,
shoes, huts apd bonuets, gloves, band-
mnbe, funs and Jewelry, are
nlso on display,

Atoug the costumes and uniforms of
Awerican wen shown are & uniform
nid dress sult of George Washington,
& court sult of General Thowas Pinek-
ney, the eourt dress and otlier ottire of
dates Monroe and the uniform cont of
Genernl Awmlrew Jockson, worn at the
battle of New Orleans,

Many meworkils and relles of George
Washington were purchaused from the
Lewis betes and deposited In the mu-
seum o ISTS which, with sandry addi-
tons, now Include some 400 objects
Historlenl  furniture which st one
o another was the property of
e of untloua! importance—Lafayotte,
Jefvrson, Patoom, Hamliton, Ganse-
voort, Cooper nnd others— s disployed.
